ALGIERS (¡Pi — The Secret 
Army Organization ordered a 
new wave of terror today, but 
only two killings were report- 
ed. French officials interpreted 
this as a further sign of deep 
rifts an indecision. 
A Moslem was shot down 
near the center of the city 
and the body of another Mos­ 
lem was found in the Bouzah- 
reah suburb, but calm reigned 
in most parts of Algiers.

NEW YORK 4* — Secretary 
of the Treasury Douglas Dillon 
says the administration will 
propose a top-to-bottom reduc­ 
tion in income tax rates for en­ 
actment by Congress next year.

Nuclear Check 
Held Key For 


Disarming Pact 


GENEVA (UPI) — T h e 
United States told the 17- 
nation disarmament confer­ 
ence today that control over 
nuclear weapons was the 
most important plank of any 
disarmament treaty. 
Ambassador A r t h u r H. 
Dean said th e United States 
proposed “to face this frankly 
and at an early stage of the 
disarmament effort.’1 
He said the United States 
wants to clear up the matter 
of 
verification 
of 
nuclear 
weapons stockpiles even be­ 
fore a treaty is completed so 
that the whole thing can be 
spelled out in the treaty itself. 
Dean spoke to the 49th ple­ 
nary session of the conference 
less than two hours after re­ 
turning from the United States. 
Spelling out the U.S. provi­ 
sions for reduction of stock­ 
piles of nuclear armaments, as 
outlined in the American draft 
disarmament plan presented to 
the conference April 18. Dean 
accused the Soviet Union of 
“trying to spread the idea that 
the United States is somehow 
opposed to concrete provisions 
for the total liquidation of nu­ 
clear weapons.” 
Soviet Deputy Foreign Min­ 
ister Valerian Zorin has ac­ 
cused the U.S. of wanting to 
retain nuclear weapons until 
the very end of disarmament 
to coerce other states.

No Matter How Election 
Goes, Marin Goes Ahead 


The current political campaign is all 
over but late voting, ballot count and 
w inners’ shouts. Let’s shake our heads 
and forget the pointing with pride, view­ 
ing with alarm, sophistry, cliches and 
political oratory. 
Let's think about Marin County. De­ 
spite glowing or glowering statements 
in the campaign, our great area is not 
going to pot. Neither will it be front- 
runner in a statewide population expan­ 
sion that will put half a dozen buildings 
on each and every acre. 
We are moving forward amazingly 
in new construction. But. thanks to wise 
provisions for planning, to county and 
municipal planning commissions and to 
a vigilant citizenship— thanks to these, 
the march is in orderly tempo. 
Besides hundreds of new residences 
and scores of modern apartments, an im­ 
posing number of business buildings is 
under construction or on p l a n n i n g 
boards— all survivors of planning body 
and citizens’ scrutiny; all fitting into far- 
seeing patterns. 
Nearing completion — and already 
world-famous— is Marin County Civic 
Center, Frank Lloyd Wright’s master­ 
piece. Its administration building alone 
will cost five million dollars. Who in Ma­ 
rin doesn’t know of this? 
A new six-story building will rise at 
Fourth and C Streets in San R a f a e l . 
Nearby, a three-story o f f i c e building 
will replace the Elks' Club. The Fifth 


Avenue Convalescent Hospital n e a r s 
completion. D e n t a l laboratories and 
more office facilities for professional oc­ 
cupancy are under way. Pacific Coast 
Title Co. will erect its new home at Mis­ 
sion Avenue and Nye Street. 


Nor is such construction confined to 
San Rafael. Apartment buildings up to 
nine stories are rising or planned in Sau- 
salito, for instance. Voters in the Col­ 
lege of Marin District vote today on an 
11 million d o l l a r expansion for the 
school, covering a ten-year period. A 
nine million dollar project to develop 
Richardson Bay waterfront area into de­ 
luxe residential boating facilities has 
been approved. 


These are but a few coming develop­ 
ments. Others range from many out­ 
standing apartments to beautiful resi­ 
dences. 


Massive construction programs are a 
source of pride in many localities, no 
m a t t e r what goes up. There is no 
“shanty-town’’ idea in Marin planning. 
Acreage costs demand solid, substantial 
buildings. The studies made by plan­ 
ning agencies, plus the aggressive civic­ 
mindedness of private citizens, see to it 
that all approved plans fully c o m p l y 
with building codes, have provision for 
streets, and are in architectural har­ 
mony with terrain and neighborhood. 


Regardless of how today's election 
goes, Marin is a winner. 


M AR IN LOOKS AT POLITICS 
Not Much Longer To Wait To Get 


First Hint Of New Governments

Writing a political column for elec­ 
tion day is somewhat like being a sports 
reporter on an afternoon newspaper 
during baseball season. Pity the poor 
sports scribe! He must tell you about 
yesterday's game and let you 
k n o w 
what is coming up tomorrow. Today's 
afternoon game is being played after he 
writes his story, but before 
you get your paper, it will be 
over. Thus he has to be some­ 
thing ot a reporter for yester­ 
day's game, a mystic as to 
what's happening today, and 
a prophet about tomorrow. 
Happily we're not quite in 
such bad shape. 
We just sit 
here and wait; 7 p.m. will 
come soon (if you haven't vot­ 
ed yet and it's not 7, better 
rush down and do it now; 
don't even finish reading this 
c o l u m n » . Then the vote 
counting begins and we’ll get 
our preliminary look at what 
our new governments may 
look like after November. 
The change could be sub­ 
stantial- Twenty-nine of the 
Assembly's 80 members are 
not seeking re-election and 
there were two vacancies. So 
there will be at least 31 new 
faces in the Assembly, even 
if all the incumbents win— 
and that s not likely. 
There are 382 candidates 
seeking nomination to 76 As­ 
sembly seats. 
Four Assem­ 
blymen 
seeking 
re-election 


are unopposed in either party. 
The present makeup of the 
Assembly is 42 Democrats, 34 
Republicans, the two vacan­ 
cies and two who had an­ 
nounced as not seeking re- 
election who have now re­ 
signed. But the redistncting 
this year undoubtedly gives 
the Democrats a good chance 
of improving that majority— 
barring a GOP landslide. 


THE STATE Senate turn­ 
over is not so great, partly be­ 
cause only half of the sena­ 
tors have to run. 
But here, 
too. five of the 40 senators 
will not seek re-election. The 
Democrats dominate the pres­ 
ent Senate 29 to 10 with one 
vacancy. 
In all there are 150 state 
jobs open 
Seeking them are 
a total of 670 persons. 
And what type of person 
most frequently wants the 
,iob‘.’ L a w y e r s, of course. 
There are 104 attorneys who 
have their hats in the ring 
and their necks out today.

Too Many Trespass Signs 


And Fees Mar California Beaches 


A HOLIDAY TRIP to the 
beaches left my wife and I 
disappointed. Everywhere we 
went where the beach looked 
worthy of exploring were “No 
trespassing” signs or $1 or $2 
to use the beach. 
It brought home to us one 
fact that will haunt this area 
more and more as the years 
go on. That is that California 
needs— in fact must have— 
more public beaches. 
There are those of us that 
believe that area of fun and 
mystery, where the sea and 
land meet and merge, should 
belong to everyone. There is 
something just a little irking 
wrhen one reads into those 
signs: “God made it, but I’m 
collecting on it.” 


THIS SUMMER, many Cali­ 
fornians 
will 
be 
traveling 
north to the Seattle World’s 
Fair. 
They may take the 
Coast Route through Oregon 
and Washington. 
I’m sure 
they will come back with a 
different concept of public 
beaches 
then. 
The 
entire 
coast along those two states 
is open and free to the pub­ 
lic. The only private beaches 
are those on the inland wat­ 
ers of Puget Sound. 
If California is going to 
keep attracting tourists— both 
from within and wdthout its 
borders—it must have more 
public beaches. 
The Point Reyes National 
Seashore is a big step in the 
right direction. 
But this is 
only one area of beach and is 
being created as a resort by 
the Federal government. The 
State and County must also 
get into the act before the 
property becomes too expen­ 
sive to buy for recreational 
purposes. 


ALL OVER the area there 
is growing resentment against 
the all-digit phone numbers.

Everett Pozzi thought 
they would have a little fun 
at Baget’s expense and voted 
against it. They depended on 
the other three councilmen to 
defeat them.

JFK Heading For Showdown 


With AFL-CIO Over Short Week 


WASHINGTON— President 
Kennedy is discovering how 
difficult it is to be loved by 
business and labor at the 
same time. He finds it just 
about impossible. 
When he was forcing the 
steel industry to rescind its 
price increase, Kennedy was 
the toast of organized labor. 
Now that he has turned the 
red 
light 
against 
AFL-CIO 
President Meaney's national 
crusade for a 35-hour wreek at 
the same take-home pay, Ken­ 
nedy suddenly finds his labor 
supporters cool and critical. 


THE TRUTH is that the 
President has not changed his 
position at all. He laid down 
certain guide-lines he believes 
should prevail in labor-man- 
agement contracts in basic in­ 
dustries to avoid an inflation­ 
ary wage-price spiral. 
It is understandable that 
industry would be shocked by 
the cold power display the 
W h i t e H o u s e unsheathed 
against the steel-price rise. It 
will be understandable if or­ 
ganized labor reacts in the 
same way, should the White 
House 
respond with 
equal 
vigor to Meaney’s project to 
cut the work-week five hours 
at a time when the greatest 
need is more production, not 
less. 
l.abor leaders cannot quite 
believe that the administra­ 
tion will marshal its powers 
and 
influence 
as 
violently 
against Meaney of the AFL- 
CIO as it did against Roger 
Blough of U.S. Steel. 
If I 
were Meaney I wouldn't be 
too sure. 


THE PRESIDENT wants to 
dissolve the lacerated busi- 
ness-government relations fol­ 
lowing the steel crisis. He has 
every i n c e n t i v e ; nothing 
would be more disastrous to 
the administration than a rad­ 
ical tax revenue drop. 
The administration t o o k 
concrete actions to show it 
means what It ravs. On« is 


the Treasury announcement 
that shortly a more rapid de­ 
preciation rate will be auth­ 
orized to h e l p i n d u s t r y 
acquire the capital to mod­ 
ernize plant and equipment. 
This newr allowance will mean 
a minimum of 1.25 billion dol­ 
lars in tax savings to all busi­ 
nesses this year. 
The administration’s second 
pro-business action is support 
of an investment tax credit, 
now pending in Congress. If 
enacted, this would provide 
an additional 14 billion dol­ 
lars in benefits. 
The 
President’s 
toughest 
test in using governmental 
power to prevent w'hat he 
deems an inflationary price 
or wage increase is still to 
come. 
When he went up 
against steel, he did not af­ 
front his political supporters. 
But w'hen he comes up against 
a big union insistence upon 
an inflationary wrage rise, he 
will affront political support­ 
ers. 
My assumption is that Ken­ 
nedy will stand against labor’s 
inflationary wage demands as 
he stood against steel-price 
increase. His whole economic, 
fiscal, and trade policies wbll 
be a shambles if he doesn’t.

Council Unsatisfied 
With Phone Answer 


San Rafael city councilmen 
were unsatisfied last night with 
6 phone company official’s ex­ 
planation of why the company 
has taken the letters off tele­ 
phone numbers. 
Robert Glynn, division mana­ 
ger for Pacific Telephone and 
Telegraph Co., appeared in re­ 
sponse to a council request 
that the company tell why it 
has changed “GL” to “45.” 
“ED” to “33,” etc., on Marin's 
phone dials. 
But when he had finished, 
Mayor John F. Mclinnis said: 


“I would ask Mr. Flynn to 
convey right on up the lad­ 
der in his company that at 
least there is one town that 
has found no one who likes 
the new arrangement.” 


It was left at that, although 
Councilman Louis H. Baar sug­ 
gested a protest to the Califor­ 
nia Public Utilities Commis­ 
sion. 
Flynn, who was introduced 
by Douglas Horton, 
district 
commercial manager for the 
company, said he wished “to 
apologize for any failure on our 
part to inform our customers 
in Marin. . . . We are certainly 
n o t 
playing 
the 
numbers 
game.” 
He said the all-number dial­ 
ing had been decided on after 
a series of tests in Bell Labora­ 
tories in 1957. Marin is not the 
first or second place it has 
been tried, he said. There are 
now 13 million phones on the 
system. 
“We must prepare now for 


programs 10 and 25 years 
hence,’’ said Flynn. In 1964, he 
said, direct dialing to Japan 
will be possible. 


“I feel as sure as I’m stand­ 
ing here that we will be dial­ 
ing international calls via 
satellite communication,” he 
declared. 


A new system to be intro­ 
duced in September will en­ 
able Marinites to dial into the 
nationwide direct-dialing hook­ 
up by simply dialing “1,” Flynn 
announced. 
All this w'as very interesting, 
said Mayor Mclnnis, “I think 
you put your local customers 
to a tremendous amount of 
fuss for the possibility of sav­ 
ing a few' seconds in calling out 
of state. . . . The average tele- 
[ phone user isn’t just about to 
pick up the phone and call Rus­ 
sia or England.” 
Councilman Baar said he had 
been deluged with complaints 
since 
residents 
learned 
the 
council was interesting itself 
i in the phone number change. 


Mclnnis asked if it were 
not true that in some areas 
of the east the phone user 
now must dial 10 or 12 num­ 
bers. Flynn admitted it was. 


Hugh McCann of 26 Sunset 
Way, a public relations man, 
suggested retaining the letters 
but rearranging them so that 
all 10 dial holes would provide 
multiple use. Flynn said this 
had been proposed before but 
Bell Telephone scientists ruled 
it out. 


“I think the phone company 
has fumbled the ball in a ma­ 
jor way in explaining to the 
public,” declared McCann. 


As Flynn went into such 
possible 
future 
telephone 
uses as dialing home to turn 
on the electric stove, Mayor 
Mclnnis commented: 


“I wonder if sometimes 
you don’t get carried away 
with your electronic mar­ 
vels.” * 


Baar declared it is the phone 
company’s 
responsibility 
to 
make telephone use as easy as 
it can. “I think you’re doing 
the reverse,” he said. 


Flvnn said the changeover 
had been cleared with the Pub­ 
lic Utilities Commission and 
regulatory bodies. In answer to 
| an audience question, he said 
no public hearings on it had 
been held by the PUC. “Nor­ 
mally there would not be for 
this type of operation,” he de­ 
clared. 


Flynn repeatedly offered 
to spend whatever time is 
necessary to explain “the 
whole system” to anyone who 
will call at his San Francisco 
office. 


“No matter how much of the 
phone company’s time we took 
up with explanations, we’re go­ 
ing to wind up with digits 
whether we like it or not,” said 
Councilman Fred E. Jensen. 
“It won’t do any good but I 
think we should go on record 
as protesting it.”

SOUTH CAN TRY 
For example, South can try 
to ruff a spade with dummy’s 
nine of hearts, relying on West 
to have the jack of hearts. 
In this case West is unreli­ 
able: East will over-ruff with 
the jack. 
Another method is to ruff 
the third round of spades with 
the ace of trumps and then 
lead out the king and queen of 
hearts in the hope of dropping 
the jack. 
If it fails to drop, South may 
try the club finesse. This is a 
rather pretty idea, but it gives 
the o p p o n e n t s five rather 
pretty tricks. 


BU SYBO D Y 
South make his contract by 
being a busybody. East plays 
the ten of spades at the first 
trick, obviously signaling short­ 
ness.

It is now the largest corpora­ 
tion in the country supplying 
female tem porary office work­ 
ers. 


With an increasing number 
of apartment dwellers in Marin 
it’s conceivable th a t married 
women w ith more tim e on their 
hands will be looking for a 
chance to turn it into dollars.
